Trip, Blames Stupidity 
of Police. 


SEES INQUIRY NECESSARY

Mayor Harrison returned to Chicago last 
night after a vacation hunting trip in Canada. 
He went at once to his home in Rush street 
and later in the eveni talked with news- 
paper reporters. The lice blunder which 
allowed the Bank of Montreal robbers to es- 
cape, was his first concern. 

„All I have seen of this affair is the rather 
vague accounts in the Canadian papers,“ he 
sald. From what I habe read it beems in- 
comprehensible the police handled the case 
as they did. 

“I have no reason to believe the police 
acted as it has been intimated from any 
wrong motive and from anything save stu- 
pidity. 

I heve taken it for granted that the head 
of the civil service cofmmisesion has already 
instituted an investigation. This affair de- 
mands such an investigation, and if such an 
inquiry is not already under way I shall 
take the firet opportunity to institute it.” 

The mayor next discussed the subway plan 
reported in his advance to the council com- 
mittee by the commiesſ on. 

Talks of Subway. 

I have not seen the subway report,“ he 
said, 80 I do not know the details. But 
I believe such a general scheme as outlined 
—éeven a fifty mile comprehensive subway 
built at a cost of $130,000,000—is feasible, al- 
though it would take some time to complete. 

T have adopted no policy on the financial 
plan. I am in favor of construction of the 
subway by municipal funds, if that is possible. 
But one of the obstacles in this way is a Su- 
preme court test of the statute which governs 
the Mueller certificates. The policy of the 
administration on the financing of the sub- 
way undertaking is not definitely formed.”

The policies were written in Duluth several 
years ago at the time the Fishers lived in 
that city. They are all made out to Mrs. 
Fisher. 

Sought $45,000 for Lost Arm. 

It was disclosed during the day that Fisher 
was shot about two years ago while on a 
hunting trip and that he has been fighting 
the Travelers’ Insurance company ever since 


to collect $45,000 accident insuragce betause | 


of the accident. He had insured himself 
before he went on the hunting trip to north- 
ern Minnesota. He was brought back with 
his left hand and part of his left arm blown 
off. He said he stepped out of a boat and in 
0 doing swung the boat around. The ham- 
mer of his gun struck an object and was die- 
charged. 

The insurance company refused to settie 


claims of $45,000 which Fisher lodged against 
it. It was learned he was in straitened 


‘circumstances just before the accident. Other 
circumstances. caused the insurance repre- | 


sentatives to fight the claim and Fisher 
brought suit. The jury disagreed and the 
new trial is now pending in the Mumicipal 
courts. —

High Powered Rifle Used. 

The rifie Fisher carried. was one designed 
for hunting deer or larger game. It mot a 
0 caliber soft nose bullet at a velodity of 
nearly 2,000 feet a second. Such a rifle is 


considered too powerful to use in settled 


country, because the bullet retains consid- 
‘erable energy at a distance of a mile. At 
close range the bullet has a striking force 
of appr®ximately 1,000 foot pounds. 

According to experts any one who chose 
such a rifie for partridge shootfng must have 
expected to decapitate them, as the bullet 
would leave little but the feathers if it struck 
a bird in the body. 

The widow remained in seclusion yesterday 
and refused to see any one. All callers at 
the Fisher residence, 811 Belden avenue, were 
referred to Mrs. Fisher's father, Martin Pat- 
tison of Superior, Wis. He is . at the 
Wirt hotel.

300,000 Cured of Hookworm. 


In view of the disposition te sprinkle mines 


in this country, 4 is worth white noting that 
sprinkling of mines in Germany, while de- 
creasing the number of explosions, had in- 
creased hookworm disease among miners 
‘about 600 per cent. 

Mine owners wha contemplate installing 
sprinkler systems should investigate hook - 
worm in their localities. 

The hookworm was one of the chief topics 
discussed today. The ravages that this pest 
has made in Porto Rico and the effective cam- 
paign the United States has made against it 
| was described by Dr. Bailey K. Ashford, man- 
| ager of the medical corps of the United Btates 
army at San Juan, Porto Rico. 

Since 1004 over 300,000 victims of the hook- 
worm have been treated in, Porto Rico, and 
with complete success. There remain about 
190,000 more to be treated. 


Dr. Peter Baasoe of Chicago discussed the 


remote effects of caisson disease. He found 
that ringing in‘the ears and occasionally 
paralysis developed some time af tar the pri- 
mary attack. One of the workers who nut- 
fered from caisson disease subsequently de- 
veloped rheumatoid arthritis, 


Children of “The Yards.” © 
No paper of the day was of greater inter- 
est and represented closer study than that by 
Dr. Caroline Hedger. It gave the result of 
a study of 800 children in the stockyards dis- 
trict in Chicago. Four hundred of the chil- 
dren were retarded and 400 were normal. 


She found that children in that district. 


failed to keep up about half the time—tHat 
is to say, 48 per cent retardation. Of these 
the Irish had the worst record, the retarded 
to normal being as 50 to 82. ‘The Lithuanians 
were as 32to 20. the Poles as 10 to T7. Every- 
thing having to do with the physical devel- 
opment, family life, and inheritance of the 
children wae investigated. 


Various Reasons for Retardation. 


Much the most important factor appeared ‘ 


to be the size of the family income; When 
the family earned less than o a year more 
than half of the children came into the re- 
tarded group. If the family income was over 
$900 the normal children exceeded the re- 
tarded in number. Poor nutrition, anemia, 
bad teeth and glands were important in 
bringing about retardation, but they figured 
less than did the rise of the family income. 
Dr. Hedger gave “ unjustly heavy taxes 
as another reason for retarded children. She 
sald the money these people pay in taxes 
should be used for guarding: the children, 
Another reason the stockyards children are 
backward in school is because ther arewat- 
urated with tea and coffee.”’ she said.

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TAFT INTERVIEW 
PREDICTS VICTORY 


President Says He Will Carry 
Solid East and Many 
Othe States. 


SEES DEMOCRAT FAILURE. 


Expects Smaller Majority Be- 
cause Three Tickets Are 
in the Field. 


New York, Sept. 24.—President Taft in an 
interview issued tonight said his recent 
claims of strength were entitled to respect. 
He repeated that he believed he would be 
elected and gave his reason for denying th&t 
he bad been oversanguine. 

He analyzed the political situation as he 
saw it, maintaining that the regular Repub- 
licans would carry the solid east and hold 
enough of the central and western states to 
Win. 

The president made these statements at 
the home ot his brother, Henry W. Taft, 
where he Went on his arrival from Washing- 
ton late today and received a number of 


nis friends and political associates. 


“Democratic Gains Failed.“ 

„When I said a few weeks ago that I felt 
reasonably sure of my own reélection in No- 
vember and of the success of the Republican 
party,“ Mr. Taft said, ‘I was regarded by 
some as oversanguine and unaware of the 
eit uation. N 

Today, however, after a number of in- 
dications that the Republican party is still 
the dominant party, and that the expected 
growth of Democratic strength has failed to 
materialize, my only declaration is shown to 
be entitled to respect. 

“The Republicans necessarily will have 
a reduced majority over 1908, because of the 
presence of three tickets in the field, but the 
Democratic party will suffer, also. The com- 
bined strength of the third term party will 
not be enough to change the ultimate result. 


| Tells Advances in West. 

“Five or six weeks ago it was asserted 
generally that the Republican party would 
secure the vote of the solid east, including 
all of the New England states, with the ex- 
ception of Maine and Vermont; that the 
Democratic party would maintain its hold 
on the solid south; and that the third term 
party would secure the solid west, leaving 
only the middie west as debatable ground.

amine a newly patented cylinder, but we 
were forced to agree with him that such a 
boy could only find salvation in an education 
as a mechanic and that the best place he 
could secure it was in a state reform school 

The jucge reluctantly sent him there, where 
he is said to be contented when at work in 
the machine shop, but what a commentary 
upon our educational system! 

It is difficult to start trade schools in such 
wise that they shall not be captured by those 
manufacturers who merely want cheap labor, 
as the business man earlier decreed that the 
public schools should turn out myriad clerks 
and bookkeepers for his counting room. 
Many of us are profoundjy convinced that 
trade schools, if they are to serve the entire 
community, must be established above the 
interests of any class, as were the great 
agricultural schools of America. 


Growth of Agricultural School. 

These were made possible by an act of con- 
gress, passed July 2, 1862, and advocated by 
President Lincoln in the midst of the darkest 
days of the civil war; and again in 1887 dur- 
ing President Cleveland's administration con- 
grese passed the appropriation for agricul- 
tural experiment etations in every state of 
the union. 

The tremendous enthusiasm for agricultur- 
al education which at the present moment 
is fast reaching the remotest rural schools 
and revivifying country life in America is 
being nourished and directed from the fed- 
eral and state departments of agriculture. 

We rejoice therefore that the Progressive 
party is putting forth a systematic plan for 
the protection and education of the nation’s 
children, has inserted a plank for the es- 
tablishment of continuation schools for in- 
dustrial education under public control.“ for 
we realize that, although our common schools 
must always remain under local manage- 
ment, that it is impossible to detach the re- 
motest little red schoolhouse from the pulsing 
life of the nation.

THE PROGRESSIVE PLATFORM. 
Water Power, Conservation. 
Water runs down hill. Enough water runs 
Gown hill in the United States at the dryest 
period of the year to pull a load of 37,000,000 
horse power, If flood water were stored, and 
later released during the dry season, over 
100,000,000 horse power could be developed. 
This is enough to supply all the energy ro- 
quired to do the work of a nation of 250,- 

000,000 people. 

When our oil wells are dry and our coal 
is burnt and slacked we shall turn our Water 
running down hill into electricity and live 
without a smudge. 

To turn running water into electricity you 
must build dams. Those opposite points on 
the banks of streams where dams can be 
built to harness the flow aredam sites. The 
possession of the dam sites is possession of 
the water power. 

Private corporations have been quietly ob- 
taining these strategic points. Some they 
have obtained by purchase from private 
owners, some by the bribery of public offi- 
cials. At present about a fourth of all the 
dam sites where water power has been devel- 
oped belong to two corporations the Gen- 
eral Electric and the Westinghouse. These 
are supposed to have a community of inter- 


est. The sites which they now posseés in- 
clude most of the best and largest ones. 

It is not due to the far seeing enterprise 
or business initiative of these or other cor- 
porations for profit that water flows down 
hill. Yet these and other private corpora- 
tions are selling this fact at high prices to 
the people of the United States. 

President Roosevelt was the first man to 
raise this question. It had practically not 
been heard of by the general public until he 
withdrew from entry all dam sites which 
were on public lands and which hadn’t al- 


linger the Roosevelt razor was dulled. Wal- 
ter Fisher honed it up again as far as he was 
allowed, but when Senator Guggenheim said 
one thing and Walter Fisher auother about 
a dam site in Colorado or Alaska what was 
a poor Taft to do? He generally did accord- 
ing to who'd seen him last. Therefore it 
was that Herbert Knox Smith, who knows 
more about the insidious capture of the dam 
sites by electrical corporations than any 
other man in the country, having been com- 
missioner of corporations under both Taft 
and Roosevelt, left his party, his job, and 
joined Roosevelt and the Progressives on 
this issue, because his conscience forbade 
him to do otherwise. This act of Smithillu- 
minates the actual meaning of the water 


power planks of Republican and Progres- 
sive parties. 

In emphasis of this the Republican plank 
carefully fails to advocate the retention of 
the water power sites by the community. 
It says, merely generalizes: “ We rejoice iu 
the guccess of the distinctive Republicat 
pajicy of conservation and pledge ourselves 
to its continuance.” Whose distinctive Re- 
publican conservation policy—Roosevelt's 
or Taft’s? Pinchot’s or Ballinger’s? That's 
the whole question.

COOL AIR AND BABIES. 

WO German physicians, Leifmann 
and Lindemann, have published re- 
cently an exeellent study of the 
effect of heat on babies, They found 
that the infant mortality followed 

the rise and fall of heat very closely. A 
part of the heavy mortality in hot weather 
was due to spoiled food, and, particularly, 
to old, warm, dirty milk but a larger part 
ef it they thought was due to the heat 
itself. 

So long as the temperature was below 
74 babies did not die from heat, but when- 
even it went above this figure trouble 
started. The effect of heat was much 
greater in early summer than later. The 


babies get so they can stand heat after it 


has kept up awhile. Then, again, in the 
late summer the deaths are amang babies 
that have been worn down by prolonged di- 
arrhea. The authors recommend particu- 
larly that the babiea be moved to cooler 
quarters, the dwellings be kept cool, and 
that the baby be dressed cool, kept cool, 
and given plenty of water. 


~- 
The first reason for writing on this sub- 
ject at this season is to suggest proper 
planning for next summer. We must try 
somehow to get more babies out on the 
lake on hot days. We must have more 
beds in the Lincoln park and Jackson park 
sanitaria and more ways of getting the 
babies to them. Somehow we must man- 
age to cool the wards of baby hospitals. 
To install plenty of fans will help some; 
to provide means of cooling the air will 
help very much more. I hope that Chil- 
dren’s Memorial, St. Vincent’s, the county 
and the other hospitals will work out 
some way of keeping the air of their baby 
wards cool. ,

The second reason for writing this is 
to call attention to the observation of our 
German friends that babies do better 
when the weather is steadily warm than 
in the varying heat of the early summer. 
Ten days ago I noticed a thermometer 
which regiatered 50 at Pittsburgh in the 
early morning. A thermometer at Wash- 
ington during that day registered close to 
90. A cold night followed by a hot day, 
throws a pretty heavy strain on the heat 
regulating apparatus of a baby. Baby's 
night clothing and bed covering need watch- 
ing during these September days.

camp of Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaevitch, 
commanéder-in-chief of the Metropolitan 
military district of St. Petersburg and of the 
army corps of the guard. 

The grand duke, who is recognized ag the 
foremost cavalry leader in Durope, and who 
ia also the most striking military figure and 
masterful personality of the imperial fam- 
ily, baa been attending the great maneuvers 
of the French army, and Prince Michael has 
been with him as a member of higsuite.

That the prince should have received a 
place on the staff epeaks well for him, since 
the name of Cahtacuzene is not one that can 
have a pleasant sound for the grand duke’s 
ears, for Nicholas’ father and namesake, the 
late Grand Duke Nicholas, squandered most 
of his fortune upon the danseuse, Tschislova, 
and upon the daughter which she bore him, 
who is married to Prince Jean Cantacuzene 
of the Rugsian diplomatic service. 

It was thanks to this that the mother of 
the present Grand Duke Nicholas led so ex- 
tremely unhappy a life, spending her de- 
clining days in a convent at Kleff to pray 
for the repose of her husband's Soul, and it 
wag owing to this also that the late grand 
duke left his legitimate children in extremely 
straitened circumstances. 


Prince Jean Cantacuzene, the husband of 
Grand Duke Nicholas’ illegitimate sister, 
was appointed Russian envoy to the United 
States a number of wears ago, but declined 
to take the post, as his wife, an exceedingly 
spoiled woman, refused to go so far from St. 
Petersburg and Paris as America. 

In consequence the corps Uiplomatique at 
Washington was spared the presence of one 
who weuld have beaten them all at chess, 
of which game he ts an acknowledged mas- 
ter. He always has a miniature chess outfit 
in his pocket, which he produces on every 
possible oceasion. Count Cassini was ap- 
pointed im Ris stead.

Michael Cantacuzene bears in addition to 
his princely title that of Count Speranski, 
which he inherits from his maternal grand- 
father, Count Michael Speranski, who, the 
son of a village priest, achieved fame ag a 
statesman, as the codifier of the Ruesian 
law, as the plenipotentiary of Alexander I. 
in his dealings with Napoleon, and as govern- 
or general of Siberia. 

Speranski algo stood high in favor with 
Czar Nicholas I., and it was the czar who 
decree@ that the husband of Speranski’s 
daughter should inherit his name and, title, 
so that they might not become extinct.

The Cantacusenes are of Byzantine origin. 
A member of the family, John by name, was 
emperor at Constantinople in 1842 

He abdicated the imperial throne in favor 
of his son-in-law, John Paleologus, and re- 
tired to a monastery, where he devoted the 
remainder of his days to writing a history 
of his own times in four large volumes, a 
history still extant and of great value. He 
died in his hundredth year. 

It was from among the Cantacusenes at 
Constantinople that the Turkish sultans ge- 
lected their hospodars, or Christian govern- 
ors of the Wallachian and Moldavian prov- 
inces that now constitute the kingdom of 
Roumania, and ong of them, although a 
Christian, Sherban by name, took part in 
the Turkish siege of Vienna in the seven- 
teenth century. 7 

Some of Sherban's descendants emigrated 
to Russia and held high positions there, more 

as governors of Bessarabia and 
other southwestern districts. They wereau- 
thorized to style themselves princes.

Lord Harrington, tn due course, succeeded 
to bis father’s honors, and has shown him- 
self a progressive and goahead member of 
the house of lords, despite bie Tory politica. 

He is among the titled shopkeepers of the 
metropolis. He hag long kept a store in 
Parliament street, where fruit and also dairy 
produce from hie Hivasten castle estate in 
Derbyshire and from his Gaweworth Han 
property in Cheshire are sold at retail. 

He is the head of one of the younger 
branches of the histeric house of Stanhope, 
and is famous in the sporting world on both

United States Supervision of Col- 
lection of the Customs to 
Be Enforced.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.--[Spectah ]}~ 
President Taft today ordered an Intervention 
in Banto Domingo, The navy department 
was ordered to diapateh 800 marines, under 
commend of Col. Franklin J. Moses, to Do- 
minican waters for the purpose of protecting 
American and other foreign interests there 
and to assure the collection of customs, over 
which. the Untted States has supervision 
under à treaty between Santo Domingo and 
this government, ratified in 1007. 

The president took this action following the 
receipt of cable dispatches from United 
States Minister Russell, stating that aii the 
customs houses on the Haitian frontier*were 
in possession of Dominican rebels under the 
leadership of Horatio Vasquez and Demetrio 
Arias, and that the situation there was acute. 

At the same time the marines were ordered 
out Brig. Gen. Frank McIntyre, chief of the 
bureau of insular affairs of the war depart- 
ment, and William T. 8. Doyle, chief of the 
Latin America division at the state depart- 
ment, were directed to proceed to Santo 
Domingo on the naval transport Prairie, on 
which the marines will sal from Philadel- 
phia next Friday. 

Gen. McIntyre and Mr. Doyle have inatruc- 
tions to try to adjust the differences between 
the Dominican government and the rebels. 
If thelr efforte fai] Col. Moses is to land his 
marines and take possession of the customs 
houses now in possession of the rebels. 


DEATH CLOSES THE CAREER 
OF COUNT VON BIEBERSTEIN. 


Prusstan Ambassador to London, Ger- 
' many’s Greatest Diplomat, Dies in 
Baden After a Short Hlness.

Baron Adolf Marschall von Bieberstein, died 
here today after a short illness.

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NEW PRESS LAW 
10 BE ATTACKED 


Noted Constitutional Law 
Lawyer Declares Measure 
„ Will Be Held Invalid,

POWER GIVEN Too BROAD, 


Requires Names of Owners and 
Editors and Seeks to Regu- 
late News Matter. 


New York, Sept. 24.—{Special.]—Enforce- 
ment of the act of congress, approved Aug. 


24, 1912; which, under the guise of regu-', 


lating the catriage of malle. attempts to reg- 
ulate press, will be opposed by publishers 
ef American periodicals on the ground of un- 
constitutionality. 

This action will be taken on the advice of 
James M Beck, New York's noted constitu- 
tional lawyer, who bas carefully reviewed 
the act and found that congress exceeded 
its constitutional powers in passing it. 

This act makes it the duty of the editor, 
publisher, businees manager, or owner of 
every newepaper, magazine, periocical, or 
other publication to file with the postmaster 
general twice a yedt “‘asworn statement set- 
ting forth the names and pos tofflce addresses 
of the editor and managing editor, publish- 
er, business managers, and owners, and, in 
addition, the stockholders, if the publication 
be owned by a corporation; and also the 
names of known bond holders, mortgagees, 
or other security holders, and also in the 
case of daily newspapers there shall be in- 
cluded in such statement the average of the 
number of copies of each issue of such pub- 
lication sold or distributed to paid subscribers 
during the preceding six months.”’ 


Marking of Paid Matter. 

It is further provided that all editorial or 
other reading matter published in any such 
newspaper, magazine, or periodical for the 
publication of which money or other valuable 
consideration is paid, accepted, or promised 
shall be plainly rked advertisement 
Any editor ‘or publisher printing editorial or: 
other reading matter for which compensation 
is paid, accepted, or promised without so 

marking the same, shall, upon conviction in 
any court having jurisdiction.- be: fined not 
less than $50 nor more than 8500. 

These two sections,“ says Mr. Beck, 
„ have different purposes. The one seeks to 
establish an inquisitorial examination into 
the ownership of newspapers and the amount 


of their circulation, not for the purpose of:

Means a Press Censorship. 
Conceding this power of regulation as 
zo the channels of interstate commercé and 

of the post roads, a more difficult question 
remains, whether under the guise of such 
regulation the federal government can in 


effect go into the newspaper offices and 


regulate the methods of journalism, as to 
_ which it would otherwise be without any 
constitutional power. If so, the federal 
government can exercise an effective cen- 
sorship of the press in matters other than 
those of strict morality.” 

In this connection it refers to an attempt 
made in 1836 to exclude anti-slavery papers 
from the mails. A bill for that purpose was 
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deteated by a vote of 25 to 10. Returning 
to the subject, he says: 

But that portion of the law which forbids 
the publication of advertisements as reading 
matter does not pretend to regulate mali 
‘matter. Whether such pubNcations are 
carried in the mails or not, the mere in- 
~sertion by any editor or publisher of read - 
mg matter for which compensation is paid, 
accepted, or prom‘'s'd without so marking 
the same,’ is prohibited and punished with 
imprisonment. 


Rights of States Usurped. 
Under this section of the law a news- 
paper which made no-use whatever of the 
mails and did not avail itself of any other 
federal instrumentality, like the channels of 


‘interstate’ trade, would yet be prohibited from 


publishing pad matter eicept as an adver- 
tisement. 

No such far reaching usurpation of the 
reserved police powers of the state has ever 
been brought to my knowledge. It ie a plain, 
palpable, and naked invasion of the reserved 
rights of the states. 

‘To this question, therefore, the answer 
can be unhesitatingly given that the attempt 
to dictate to newspaper editors and publish- 
ers what shall go in their columns, without 
reference to the carriage of such publica- 
tions in the mails or in interstate commerce, 
is unconstitutional. 

“IT am confident that any United States 
court would with little hesitation declare this 
section of the law null and void.” 


Holds Law Unconstitutional. 

In regard to the provision requiring sworn 
statements of circulation and names of en 
lishers, Mr. Beck says: 

“Tt is obvious that congress by this rider 
to “the postoffice appropriation bill sought 
to regulate journalism. The carriage in the 
mails is a mere pretense. So far as the fed- 
eral government is concerned, there is no 
reason why a newspaper should be obliged to 
make public the details of its business office. 
It is therefore obyious that this act is in- 
tended to regulate journalism and not the 
mails.“ 

He cites the constitutional provision that 
“congress shall make no law abridging: the 
freedom of speech or of the press,“ and adds: 

It will be noted that this prohibition is 
not against the destruction of the freedom of 

the press but the ‘abridgment’ of the free- 
dom of the press.“ 

In conclusion; he says: 

For the reasons given, I am of opinion 
that the law as a whole is unconstitutional 
and void and am confident that if the ques- 


tion were tested the District court of, the 


United States, or in any event the Supreme 
court one the — a would so decide.“

Noblewoman Aids the Poor. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB) 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—As the result of an ap- 
peal for financial aid received by the lord mayor 
it has become known that the Hon. Albinia 
Brodrick, sister of Lord Middleton, has cut her- 
self off from the luxuries of society and is 
devoting herself to the poor peasants of a large 
district in Kerry, Ireland. 

She is now living on 6 shillings a week in a 
tiny farm cottage at Ballinconna and writes 
from there asking help for a little hospital she 
has begun to build in the town. The walis and 
roof of the building have been finished, but she 
is without funds to equip and open it 

She describes the peasantry as being very 
poor and gays: 

“Their tiny homes are overcrowded and they 
suffer unnecessarily when they are sick. Many 
die from causes Which can be prevented. 

“For their sakes I have trained to become a 
certificated medical and surgical nurse, midwife, 
and sanitary inspector, and I have settled down 
here to help them all I can. I am living the 
most simple of lives and I have sold my beau- 
tiful old furniture, china, knicknacks, and jew- 
elry, but I still cannot obtain money for my 
work. Consequently I have been obliged to beg.” 

Ballinconna is twenty-four miles from any 
other town in Ireland, but the Hon. Albinia 
Brodrick hopes to make it a center of educa- 
tion, hygiene, and small industries.

Says Good Rules of Commerce 
Will Abolish Most Causes 
of Friction.

ASKS TRADE TRIBUNAL. 
Max Apt Urges Court to Settle 
Disputes of Persons and 
Governments. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 24.—Brotherhood as 
an essential in perfecting interna tional trade 
relations and world peace was dwelt upon 
today by Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Charles Nagel, in an address of welcome to 
the visiting delegates to the fifth interna- 
tional qongress of chambers of commerce. 

What we want to establish,” said Mr. 
Nagel, is such a relation, so intimate com- 
merclally, and socially, that no country a 
party to your congress will permit contro- 
versy, because it cannot afford to have it. 


Disputes Industrial at Start. 

“ The questions today throughout the world 
are largely industrial. Controversies that 
arise will originate from that Interest, and 
if you succeed in establishing rules of the 
game that will obtain in your dealings, the 
main cause of friction and controversy will 
have been removed.“ 

Greetings also were extended to the con- 
gress by Gov. Foss, Mayor Fitzgerald, Harry 
A. Wheeler of Chicago, president of the 
chamber of commerce of the United States, 
and Edward A. Filene of Boston, vice presi- 
cent of the international congress. President 
Louis Cannon-Legrand responded for the 
congress, first in Franch and then in English.

The inadequacy of the present laws on the 
subject of disputes between private persons 
and foreign governments was urged as suffi- 
client reason for advocating a court of inter- 
national arbitration for the settlement of 
such Cases by Dr. Max Apt of Berlin.
